II. Claims 23 and 24, classified in Class 400, Subclass 191 directed to a 
method of operating a printing apparatus by reading an identifier from a 
consumable. 

III. Claims 25-30 and 36, classified in Class 400, Subclass 191 directed to a 
printing apparatus including a reader, storage medium and processor. 

IV. Claims 25, 31 and 32, classified in Class 400, Subclass 191 directed to a 
printing apparatus including a reader, storage medium and processor. 

V. Claims 25, 33, and 36, classified in Class 400, Subclass 191 directed to a 
printing apparatus including a supply of an image receiving substrate. 

VI. Claims 25, 31 , 34, and 36, classified in Class 400, Subclass 1 91 directed 
to a printing apparatus including a monitor and end of substrate detector. 

VII. Claims 25, 35, 36, and 39, classified in Class 400, Subclass 191 directed 
to a printing apparatus including a supply of thermal transfer material. 

VIII. Claims 36, and 37, classified in Class 400, Subclass 191 directed to a 
printing apparatus including a cassette. 
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IX. Claims 36 and 38, classified in Class 400, Subclass 191 directed to a 
printing apparatus including a spool. 

X. Claims 41 and 42, classified in Class 400, Subclass 191 directed to a 
consumable comprising a first identifier programmed and a second 
identifier inserted to the first. 

XI. Claims 41 , 46 and 50, classified in Class 400, Subclass 1 91 directed to a 
printing apparatus including the first and second identifiers are carried on 
the same tag. 

Inventions I through XI are directed to related products. The related inventions 
are distinct if: (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect as a result of 
mutually exclusive features; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually 
exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 
806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed have a materially different 
design, mode of operation, function, or effect as a result of mutually exclusive features 
(as evidenced by the distinct features recited in the dependent claims).
